THE RAILWAY QUESTION. 


Reckless Bonusing of Branch Lines— 


The Question Carefully Considered. 


os , 


The present. railway situation calls 
So Tired That Even Sleep Fails to! tor careful consideration, On the one 


hand the development of Northwest- 


ern Canada demands. railway .facill- 
ties, and on the other it is possible 
that railroads may be ‘constructed in 
wrong districts and .more important 
localities be neglected. The fact is 
undeniable. that hundreds of niiles of 
branch roads have been and are being 
}tonstructed that cannot possibly pay

r! nothing of the cost of eq 


pment and 
operation. Look at the rallel jines 
through the tliree western provinces. 
In many places there are threé lines 
where the whole of the ‘traffic obtain- 
able in the district is only sufficient 
for one: Many of these -roads-are not 
ten miles apart, and in several places 
they are not two. 

On examining any good railroad 
map of Western Canada we find. th 
these parallel lines—ageregate—hund- 
reds of miles of railway, while there 


|are many thousands of square miles 


of virgin—territory entirely.without 
the rairoad' facilities they so urgently 
need and which they must have or 
the continued development of the 
country will be seriously checked. 


The trouble arises from the facility 
‘with. which railway charters can be 
obtained, and the bonusing. system. 
To illustrate: Say half a dozen men 
.of no particular financial standing, 
meet and ‘decide ‘to get a charter for 
a railway. They decide on a scheme 
and osk the government for a char- 
ter. A liltle lobbying of parliament or 
legislature and they get all they ask 
for. They then ask for a bonus and 
get a bond guarantee for $13,000.00 
a mile. The next step is to organize 
a construction company among them- 
selves. The bonds are sold, the cash 
is to hand, and the contracts for con- 
struction of the lines are given to the 
construction company: Maybe John 
Smith is president of the railway 
company, and. the same John Smith 
is president of the construction com- 
pany. So John Smith and the direc- 
tors of the railway company award 
the contracts to John Smith and 
directors of the construction company 
at their own high figures. In short 
they contract with themselves, pay 
themselves out of the proceeds of the 
sale of the guaranteed bonds, and 
pocket the prefit. ‘

organize a—Branch -Lines- Company, 
and get a charter and a bond guaran-

LEANING TOWER TO BE FIXED, 
As It Ie tho Chief Source of the Re- 


. Lean Safely. : 
When the leaning tower of Pisa 
was erected five centuries ago, the 
architect who designed it had no idea 
that his work would become famous 
because it was destined to stand at 
an angle for several hundred years’ 
seemingly 
law of gravitation, This is the: de- 
cision of a scientific commission 
which hag just completed an investi- 
gation of the architectural freak, 
-Some little time ago a celebrated 
English architect succeeded in de- 
monstrating that the tower instead 
of being satisfied with its record as 
the champion leaning thing of the 
world—having beén leaning since 
early in the. fifteenth century—was 
showing -a. decided inclinatfon to. see 
how much farther it would lean- with: 
out falling~ over. Mistrusting the 
judgment of the tower in this rather 
delicate matter the Pisans engaged a 
cemmission of scientists to—deter 
mine ~ exactly whether the original 
architect had constructéd the* tower 
in such a manner as to make acroba- 
tic feats possible or whether its lean- 
ing proclivities. had been accidently 


acquired. 
Professor Canavari, a noted geolog- 
ist, Professor Pizzetti, geodetist, 


Architects Benierl and Cocini and 
Engineer Gioyanni Cuppari were the 
men appointed to take the matter up 
with the tower. They first sank 
holes in the ground abou 100 feet 
from the centre of the tower. These 
showed that the tower really rested 
on sandy ground below which Was 
another stratum of lime deposits 
similar* to’ the surface one on which 
the tower was _ built. Then holes 
were sunk directly under the tower 
itself, and it was ascertained that 
the tower not only rests on’ uneven 
soil, but that its great weight has 
caused the area 
it to sink considerably. This on- 
vinced the investigators that . the 
leaning tendency of the huge pile 
was not merely the freak idea.of a 
medieval architect, but was due to 
changes in the earth’s surface caused 
by the weight of the tower and prob- 
ably by earthquakes. 

Stesp will be takén at once by the 
commission to see that the tower ot 
least continues. to retain its inebria- 
ted angle without complétely falling 
over and tierefore destroying for. the 
Pisans their principal’ source of*Te- 
venue which is derived from tourists.

pores, through which air and moisture 
pass. f 
Seashells: contain about the same 
per cent of phosphate of lime and 
carbonate of lime as an eggshell, the | 
only difference being that. the egr: | 
shell bas 1.5 per cent more animal 
matter, which Is furnished by the skin | 
lining of the eggshell. 
Clean oyster shell, cracked the nee- 
essary size, Is best fitted to supply 
hens. -This esseutial mineral element |

A German economist, Herr Gulise- 
hambarof, has recently made some 
atculations concerning the population 
of the world, says the Globe, and he 
arrives at the cinclusion that there 
are 1,700, 000,000 souls. . From the 
point of view of sex, he possesses 
some. data conéerning  1,038,000,000 
and he finds that of these 621,700,000 
a8 males and 516,300,000. are females, 


professor concludes, there are 990 fe- 
males for every thousand men. Herr 
Gulischambarot finds the same dis- 
tribution beyond Europe. In Africa 
women preponderate, and the ratio 
is greater than that of Europe, for 
in the black continent there are 1,045 
females for every thousand men, 
compated with 1,027 women to the 
same humber in Europe, 

In the three other divisions of the 
world women are in the minority. In 
America they count for every’ thou- 
sand men 964 women, in Asia 961, 
and in Australia 937. _ In Africa that 
part were the women population is 
greatest in Uganda, where for a thou- 
sand-men they count no fewer than 
1467 ~women. The’ female popula- 
tion shows weakness in the Western 
and, North-Western Statés’ of HEast- 
ern Australia. +The greatest paucity 
of women it to be found in Alaska. 
and the Malay States, where for 1000 
men we find only 391 and 389 women 
respectively.
